DIRECTIONS BY THE SPEAKER UNDER THE RULES OF 
PROCEDURE OF LOK SABHA 

In pursuance of rule 379 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of 
Business in Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition), the Speaker has issued the 
following direction: — 

“(ccc) Langvage to be used in the House 

115B. Language to be used by members in debate—A member address¬ 
ing Lok Sabha in a language other than Hindi or English shall furnish a 
translation of his speech in Hindi or in English and such translation only 
shall be printed in the official report of the proceedings of the House with 
a fopt-note indicating the language in which the original speech was 
delivered; 

Provided that where a member does not furnish a translation of his 
spepeh in Hindi or in English the fact that the member spoke in a language 
otheir than Hindi or English shall be mentioned in the official report of the 
proceedings of the House with the remark that the member did not 
furnish a translation of his speech, in Hindi or English.”
